change, Mr, LanKdort-Davies main- 
tained; for when there, is no change, 
a thins;, is dead, and-then decay, be- 
gins to set in. Bolshevism is one 
of the greatest political experiences 
the world has ever seen, he said,, and 
can be likened to the French revolu- 
tion of the'late- 18th 
century.
